An attempt to unite the permanent 
Jewish communities in the four zones of 
Germany has died at birth, according 
to Dr. Philip Auerbach, Bavarian Com- 
missioner for Victims of Racial and Poli- 
tical Persecution. says the J.T.A.

It is undersiood that Mr. Ispahani.

When this woman suddenly saw 
her bus, she forgot safety rules and 
made a dash for it.

IN AUSTRIA 


AUSTRIA-has met “ with joy and grati- 
tude, im the words of Dr. Schmid, the 
Austrian Minister in London, the British 
Governments decision this week to end the 
formal state of war with that country and 
forthwith to bring British-Austrian relations 
“ynto conformity with the amit which 
existed before the incorporation of Austria 
into the German Reich. The signing of a 
treaty of peace must, however, await 
decisions on. other considerations, but the 
present siep Is a considerable one towards 
the restoration of Austria as a free and 
independent State 


I< Ws, OL Course will welcome steps which 
lead to a return of normality—and peace 
in the relationships between ail countries, 
particularly after the horrifying experiences 
of the. last war. and they will welcome 
equally the treeing of satellite States trom 
the soul-destroying influence of Nazi Ger- 
many Yet they will be forgiven if they 
look, too, with an equally anxious eye 
for the signs which will prove that the key- 
stone of the Nazi tabrication, anti-Semitism, 
is crumbling in direct and inverse proportion 
to the return of the structure of liberty. 
[heir anxiety, alas, in the case of Austria 
has all too solid a foundation, in spite of 
the denials, no doubt uttered in good faith, 
by officers of the Austrian Government that 
anti-Semitism exists. any longer in. their 
State 


The Anschluss of 1938 revealed how thin 
veneer olf civilisation among 
Austrians and how little influence the cul- 
ture of Vienna (to which Jews had contri- 
buted a. great deal for centuries) had in 
preventing anti-Jewish excesses. It was 
in Austria, the late Fiihrer’s native land, that 
Nazism committed some of its most diabol- 
During the war, the Allies 
pledged themselves to. restore Austria’s 
independence, and when the occupying 
forces took up their positions in their respec- 
tive zones after the fighting ceased, there 
existed at first high hopes that, by the 
establishment of democracy and tolerance, 
Austria would not only be at unity and 
peace within her own borders, but would 
exert internationally a pacilying influence 
from her Strategic position in Central 
Europe. Ihese hopes have, up to now, met 
with disappointment, Austria is in a state 
of economic and political prostration, 
sundered apart into areas which only serve 
to accentuate international rivalries and 
differences. So disordered and unsettled 
has been the atmosphere that it was 
extremely difficult to obtain a true picture of 
the situation. Many contradictory reports, 
for instance, gained currency regarding the 
present position of Austrian Jewry, and in 
an eflort to resolve them THe JEWISH 
CHRONICLE recently sent a Special Corres- 
pondent to Vienna. It is fair to say that 
the Austrian Government gave him every 
facility to make his investigation, But his 
report, published recently, makes sad and 
depressing reading.

Dr. I. Figl, the Austrian Premier, protests 
the good will of himself and the Govern- 
ment, and denies that they are influenced by 
anti-Semitic motives jn regard, for example, 
to the failure to grant restitution to the Jews 
despoiled by the Nazis. He stresses Austria’s 
post-war difficulties—which are undisputed 
-—and urges the need for time and patience 
in the solving of Jewish problems. He 
admits that the restitution of Jewish 
property is proceeding only slowly, but he 
asseris that in present circumstances delay 
is inevitable. The “ present circumstances,” 


however, as far as Jews are concerned, are 
not simply’ the economic troubles which 
afflict the country. They are contained 
within the sorry fact which Dr. Figl 1s at 
pains to deny: namely, the continued 
existence of a virulent anti-Semitism in 
Austria, of which our correspondent sup- 
plied abundant evidence in his account of 
his visit 


So deep-rooted and widespread does anti- 
lewish feeling seem that it 1s not surprising 
that those surviving Jews who were formerly 
devoted lovers of their Austrian homeland 
now see no livable future there. Nor is the 
situation eased by the present. influx of 
Rumanian Jews, who are making Vienna a 
temporary resting-place in their determina- 
tion at all costs to emigrate to Palestine. 
[heir dire plight, as described in this tissue, 
makes gruesome — reading Particularly 
ironical is the threat of Fascists to blow up 
the Rothschild Hospital in Vienna unless the 
lews “ who were responsible for the war’ 
disappear from Austria. The threat typifies 
the utterly insensate and frenzied characte: 
of anti-Semitic barbarism—and at the same 
time j1 is an insistent warning to the Austrian 
Government that 1 has a heavy task of re- 
education in sane and democratic processes 
before it 1) it is ultimately to find the peace 
and treedom which Austria needs.

“ UNTIL you arose, it has, in. modern: times, 
never been the case that a woman in Israel 
should stand forth the public advocate of the 
faith of Israel.” These expressive words come 
frony the touching address that was presented 
Agmiar by a deputation of Jewish 
women in June, 1847. She was then leaving 
her native city of London to seek restoration 
to health on the Continent, Ihree months 
later—-on September 16—she died in Frankfort 
at the early age of 31. On her. gravestone are 
carved a butterfly and five stars, with this 
epitaph Give her of the fruit of her hands 
and let her own works praise her in the gates.” 
Ihere could be no truer words for a centennial 
tribute to one whose writings have won her an 
honoured place in the annals of Anglo-Jewry. 
ihe simple goodness of her character was 
reflected in the spiritual earnestness of her 
books, which have had a remarkable educative 
influence on successive generations of both 
lewish and non-Jewish readers. She was ever 
mindful of her descent from Marranos who had 
found freedom practise their faith in 
England. Ihus, one of her popular tales 
describes the escape from the Inquisition of a 
Jewess in an English ship, The captain spared 
no risk to save the fugitive Every sail spread 
at the word of command, and almost bending 
beneath her weight of canvas, the gallant ship, 
with her right English-hearted crew, sped on to 
sea. Inez was. in England's keeping and no 
Inquisition could «work her harm.” If such 
words may be couched in somewhat. old- 
fashioned language, one may hope that their 
underlying message will never be outmoded. 
Nor does one like to forget the reason she gave, 
in those early Victorian days, for refusing to 
write a history of Jewish persecution § in 
England “We are so -well treated in 
England now, that it would be most ungrateful 
to revive the memory of those half-forgotten 
wrongs 


SHECHITA BOARD 

[HE new Executive ol the Londen Shechita 
Board, as was reported in these columns last 
week, has been elected to serve the community 
for the next two years. To the community it 
will appear as not a little astonishing that the 
“new Executive is not so new after all. When, 
earlier in the year, much discussion took place 
on the report of the Special Committee of 
Inquiry which the Board itself set up to inquire 
Info its Own workings, the chief officers of the 
Board, after many vears of devoted service, 
decided to resign and leave the implementation 

Or non-implementation, as might have been 
decided-—of the report to the new officers to be 
elected. That the old officers, having changed 
their mind, have been substantially re-elected, 
is a tribute to the esteem in which they are held 
by their colleagues—but it is no solution to 
the problems set up by the disputed report. It 
Is a great pity that Mr. Landau and Mr. Lionel 
Cohen were not permitted by the meeting to 
make the personal statements they wished, as 
at least they would have cleared the air as far 
as the community’s natural curiosity is con- 
cerned. In these difficult days—and it would 
be idle to deny that during the coming months 
we must expect ever-increasing anxieties—the 
problems which the new Board will have to 
face will become progressively complex.

ZANGWILL ‘MYSTERY’ 
SOLVED 


To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE! 


Sia,—-There is no “ mystery’ about 
The Prenner and the Painter.” 
It was first published in March, 1888, 


by Spencer Blackett and a second edition 
came from the same publishers in June, 
R89 The pen-name of “J. Freeman 
Bell in both these editions was adopted 
by Zanewill and his collaborator Louis 
Cowen, and was derived from the ttle 
Jews’ Free School, Bell Lane, at which 
both Zangwill and Cowen were teachers, 


Zangwill explains this in the prelace 
(dated July, 1893) to the third edition, 
published by Heinemann in September, 


1893 and the authors of the “ Fantastic 
Romance” im this and  subdsequent 
editions are given on the title page as 
Zanewill and Louis Cowen. 

In 1892 the magazine Tue [pier (edited 
by Zanegwill’s' friend Jerome K.. Jerome) 
published a series ol articles in a sSym- 
nosium entitled “ My First Book.” Zang- 
will was those who contributed, 
others being Stevenson Kipling, and 
other giants ‘of the. nineties he articles 
subsequently -republished in book 
form by Chatto and Windus in.
